M ethodist conference opened rn Wesley 
Chapel 
today w ith 
a good 
attend­ 
ance, 
Iii tho devotional exercises King 
Edward and President McKinley were 
prayed for. 
Bishop Joseph YT. Hartwell, 
missionary bishop 
of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in 
Africa, made the 
opening prayer and Bishop Galloway of 
Jackson, Miss., preached an eloquent 
sermon, setting forth the aim s of the 
Methodists throughout tho world and 
emphasizing the value of the tenots of 
John Wesley. 
Communion then fol­ 
lowed. 
The archbishop of Canterbury, Most 
Rev. Frederick Temple, and tho bishop 
of London, lit. Rev. A F. W. Ingram , 
sent friendly messages, the archbishop 
of Canterbury praying that G od’s bless­ 
ing may rest on the deliberations. 
The 
bishop of London sent a sim ilar mes­ 
sage, but adding the hope th at some 
day the Methodists would be reunited 
w ith the Episcopalians. 
The ecumenical conference is m eeting 
in City Road Chapel, built by 
John 
Wesley in 1760. 
It is sometimes called 
the Cathedral of Methodism aud is filled 
w ith memorials of all denominations 
tracing their origin to Wesley. 
Marble 
columns representing 
the 
Methodist 
branches in the north and south of the 
United States and Canada are among 
those holding up the gallery. They were 
presented after the first conference that 
assembled here exactly 20 years ago. 
The representations, which is on a basis 
of about I delegate to 20,000 members, 
gives the U nited States and Canada 300 
out of .500 delegates composing the coun­ 
cil. The chairm an will be changed daily, 
so th at all divisions represented will 
have a chairmanship. 
For convenience the business confer­ 
ence is divided into the eastern and 
western sections whioh takes in all of 
the branches of the English Methodist 
together w ith affiliated conferences in 
Australia, South Africa and W est In ­ 
dies consists of 206 members. 
The 
western section includes the American 
and Canadian M ethodist churches, and 
has 300 delegates. 
The church in the 
U nited States sent 129 representatives, 
among them Bishops Hurst, Vincent, 
Hamilton and Martzelin. 
The Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church, South, is repre­ 
sented by 70 delegates including Bish­ 
ops Fitzgerald, G ranbury and A nder­ 
son. 
The M ethodist churoh of Canada 
among its 20 representatives has D r. 
Briggs, Dr. Potts, Prof. J. C. Antliff 
and Chancellor Brownash of Toronto. 
The African M ethodist churches of the 
United States, are represented by 58 del­ 
egates including 20 colored bishops. 
Though the conference does not have 
legislative and adm inistrative

over the churches represented, their 
policy probably will be affected both di­ 
rectly and indirectly and discussions of 
religious and social problems that will 
come before it.

For convenience the business confer­ 
ence is divided into the eastern and 
western sections which takes in all of 
the branches of the English Methodist J 
together with affiliated conferences iu 
Australia, South Africa and West In­ 
dies consists of 206 members. 
The 
western section includes the American 
and Canadian Methodist churches, and 
has 800 delegates. 
The church in the 
United States sent 129 representatives, 
among them Bishops Hurst, Vincent, 
Hamilton and Martzelin. 
The Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church, South, is repre­ 
sented by 70 delegates including Bish­ 
ops Fitzgerald, Granbury and Ander­ 
son. 
The Methodist chnroh of Canada 
among its 20 representatives has Dr 
Briggs, Dr. Potts, Prof. J. C. Autliff 
and Chancellor Brownash of Toronto.
